Among  thoaa  who  aaw  lha  o^aet 
wore  Fred  Wright,  proprietor  of 
the  market,  W.  L.  Rofdtlns,  member 
of  Aheskla  Town  Council:  Buxton 
Harrell.  Rhua  Street  aiarehant;  Jake 
Lawrence,  Hobart  Anderson,  and 
ethers.  J.  N.  Vann,  foitner  lagis* 
lator,  was  said  to  have  seen  the 
object  from  his  farm  near  Ahoekia. 

Hopkins  said  the  sun  had  sat  but 
that  the  sky  was  stilt  light  and 
cloudless.  He  daaerlbed  It  as  lyc* 
tansular  In  shape,  very  bright  red 
MO  lan^na  at  the  trailing,  end. 
Ha  couia  noi  say  how  far  away  it 
was,  but  he  Observed  the  slaa  to  be 
about  ta  twoHi  long  and  two  to 
three  inches  thick,  the  aetualuxe, 
of  coursc,~  aepenaing  on  the  dis- 
tance.

Deacriptiuns  gained  frecn  ether 
witnesses  varied  but  slightly  from 
that  given  by  Hopkins.  Wright  de- 
scribed it  at  about  the  shape  of  a 
short  naon  tube.  The  sky  was  clear, 
he  said,  and  the  object  maintained 
a steady  spaed  and  a staadv  gQiiraa. 
growing  fainter  and  tainter  until  it 
faded  from  view.  Soma  witnesses 
dtscribad  H as  elgar-thapad. 

Hopklna,  an  Amy  veteran  of  tha 
war.  aaid  It  was  net  a balloon,  a 
conventional  aircraft,  the  exhaust 
from  an  airplane  engine,  or  the 
setting  sun  reflected  on  a cloud. 
All  agreed  there  was  no  sound  and 
that  it  reaemUed  nothing  they  had 
ever  seen  before.  None  would  at- 
tempt to  say  what  it  was,  and  no 
one  describe  It  hs  a 'Tlying  sau- 
cer."
